I quote from his 
letter: 


"There has been a systematic at- 
tempt to blacken the came of Aguinal- 
do and his cabinet ou account of the 
qui«tionable terms of their surrender 
to the Spanish forces a year ago this 
month. 
It has been said they sold 
their country for gold; but this has 
been conclusively disproved, not only 
by their own statements, but by the 
Speech of the late Governor General 
ftevera in the Spanish senate, June 11. 
1898." 


A War of Conquest. 


The principle of 
self-government, 
however, is wholly independent of 
Aguinaldo. He may have been as false 
as Benedict Arnold, and yet the cause 
of the Filipino people may be as just 
as that of our Revolutionary forefath- 
ers. 
His conduct, whether right or 


wrong, certainly can not justify us in 
discarding the political tenets to which 
we have now held consistently for 
over 100 years. 
In justice, it should 


be suggested, too, that Aguinaldo is 
not by any means the only prominent 
man whose character has 
been as- 
sailed and whose motives have been 
impugned by personal and political 
enemies. There is one axiomatic truth 
also which should be remembered in 
this connection, to-wit: It can be no 
greater offense moraly to sell a people 
for Spanish gold than to buy a people 
with American gold, as we attempted 
to do at Paris. If wrong to sell, it 
must be wrong to buy. 


2. It is affirmed by the imperialists 
that the Filipino forces rendered no 
assistance to the American army In 
the capture of Manilla. 


General Whittier, who was not only 


present at the capture of Manilla, but 
had abundant opportunity to obtain 
reliable information with respect to 
occurrences in the immediate vicinity 
of that city, in speaking of the serv- 
ices of the Filipinos in "driving the 
Spaniards from Caveite, 20 odd miles 
to the defenses of Manilla." said: (See 
Senate Document G2, page 499.) "All 
the success was on the natives* side, 
and 
the 
Spaniards surrendered be- 
tween 
7,000 and 8,000 
men 
armed, 


plenty 
»f 
ammunition, and in good 


physical condition. The excuse of the 
latter may be that their enemy was in 
small bands; but they never captured 
one of these, and 
the 
small bands 


drove them to their walls." 


The effect of this courage, activity 
and vigilance on the part of the Fili- 
pino army was to render the city of 
Manilla untenable, and hence it was 
that without even a serious effort on 
the part of the Spaniards in the way 
of defense, it was surrendered to the 
American forces. 


3. The charge is made that the Fili- 


pinos are responsible for beginning the 
war now in progress. 


Up to the time of the capture of 


Manilla, the American forces and the 
Filipino army were on terms of the 
utmost friendliness. Aguinaldo, to use 
his own words, "had absolute confi- 
dence In the history and traditions of 
a nation which struggled for its inde- 
pendence and for the abolition of slav- 
ery." As to what occurred subsequent 
to this time to develop bitterness of 
feeling between those who should al- 
ways have continued friendly, I can 
not do better than present the state- 
ment of Rev. Clay MacCaulpy, a Re- 
publican in politics, a Union soldier 
during the civil war, for a time an 
inmate of Libby prison, and now a 
missionary of Tokyo, Japan. Mr. Mac- 
Cauley spent some time at Manilla in 
January. 
In a letter to che Boston 


Transcript under date of June 3 he 
says: 


Obeyed Washington's Mandate. 
"Apparently, from the downfall of 


Manilla, the principle that guided the 
American administration was that the 
only party to treat with in the settle- 
ment of the Philippine problem was 
Spain; that the Filipinos should be 
wholly passive to American dictation, 
or suffer 
such 
consequences as are 


meted 
out to rebels. * * * During 


the summer and autumn the Filipinos 
yielded position after position in front 
of Manilla to our regiments. 
Gradu- 


ally a' line of American soldiers was 
drawn around the captured city. The 
Filipinos were left outside our mili- 
tary circuit, as 
an 
army once our 
"allies," but at last become only an 
embarrassing crowd supplanted, re- 
pulsed and, as soldiers, ignored. This 
changed relation of the two forces was 
not the result, so I was told, of the 
wishes of our own soldiers. 
• 


"The 
American officers 
had 
but 


obeyed commands sent them 
from 


"Washington. 
One of my friends de- 


clared, 'These people seem to have no 
existence of their own, so far as Wash- 
ington is concerned. 
No one there 
seems to care a bit for what they think 
or wish.' 
Was it any wonder then 
that as the Filipinos were again and 
again ordered to 'fall back' as they 
saw the American Inclosure of Manilla 
completed: as they saw the American 
fleet and army 
increase week after 


week; and as they were made to under- 
stand more fully their exclusion from 
social 
and 
official intercourse with 
their former friends, they began to look 
upon the doings of the Americans as 
aggressive against themselves, at»d as 
threatening an assumption of political 
sovereignty 
over 
them? 
Naturally 


their protests against the repeated de- 
mands made upon them to 'fall back' 
began to arouse them to antagonism. 
They insisted upon their rights as our 
allies, and as the people of the Phil- 
ippines. 
They lost their idealization 


of their American 'emancipators' with 
great unwillingness, but in the end 
they accepted the fact that they were 
dealing with would-be masters." 
These extracts from Mr. MacCau- 


ley's letter suggest the strained rela- 
tions existing between the two armies 
at the time when the first needless 
unmilitary and brutal shot was fired 
which brought on the war. But, be- 
fore proceeding any further, it may be 
well to give an extract from a note 
which General McArthur sent to the 
commander of the Filipino troops in 
his immediate front, and that officer's 
reply thereto: 


"Sir: The line between your com- 


mand and my command," General Mc- 
Arthur wrote, "has long been estab- 
lished and is well understood by your- 
self and myself. * * * An armed party 
from your command now occupies the 
village in front of Blockhouse No. 7, 
at a point considerably more than 100 
yards on my side of the line, and is 
very active in exhibiting hostile in- 
tentions. 
This party must be with- 


drawn to your side of the line." This 
was somewhat arbitrary in tone, and 
wholy lacking in 
military courtesy. 


The response 10 it, however, was evi- 
dently that of a gentleman. 
It read 
as follows: 


"San Juan, Del Monte. Feb. 2. 1899. 
"Major General McArthur—My Very 
Dear Sir: In reply to yours dated this 
day, 
in which you inform me that my 


soldiers have been passing the line ot 


Truly yours, 
~L-"S~AN MIGUEL, 
"Culonel and First Chief." 
I do not know what General McAr- 
thur meant by "hostile intentions." 
There had certainly been up to this 


• hue no. breaches of the peace in his 
front. 


Americans I'rovoked It. 


It should ' 1 understood that at that 
time there was 110 war. 
Blockhouse 


No. 7, referred to by General McAr- 
thur, was conceded to be inside the 
Filipino lines, the village about 100 
yaras in front of it was within the 
American lines, and tlie picket posts 
of the two armies, therefore, were but 
a little over 100 yards apart. In this 
condition of affairs four Filipino sol- 
diers left Blockhouse No. 7 with their 
guus, and walked leisurely toward the 
village. There is nothing in General 
McArUmr's report 
to 
indicate that 
these soldiers had been authorized by 
their officers to cross the line of de- 
marcation; nothing to indicate that 
they were 
making, or 
intended to 


make, hostile demonstrations. If there 
had been war, it would have looked 
like an attempt, on their part to aban- 
don their own army and come to ours; 
they may or may not have had knowl- 
edge of the understanding so recently 
established or renewed between Gen- 
eral McArthur and Colonel San Miguel. 
Certainly no danger could have been 
apprehended by' the American forces 
from the open approach of four Fili- 
pino soldiers. 
Military sense 
In 
a 


time of actual war would have permit- 
ted them to walk into our lines. In 
this instance, however, the thing to 
have done was to arrest the stragglers, 
put them in the guardhouse, and keep 
them there until their commanding of- 
ficer could be notified of their offense 
and detention. 
But nothing of this 
sort was done. The fact is the Amer-

The s. 
animated the administration at Wash- 
ington had been imparted to the Amer- 
ican officers at Manilla, and thence 
got up into the hearts of the soldiers 
until there had grown up a somewhat 
general desire to "clean out t ie d—d 
little Filipino niggers." 
The Ameri- 


can sentinel challenged the four Fili- 
pino soldiers twice, but it was in a 
language they did not understand, and 
so they continued to advance. 
The 


sentinel flred, and one of the Filipinos 
fell dead. 
It was the first shot. There can be 
no adequate excupe for firing it 
It 


was in short unmilitary, unjustifiable, 
brutal 
murder, and 
very 
naturally 
aroused the indignation of the dead 
Filipinos comrades in Blockhouse No. 
7. In their fury, and without orders, 
therefore, they 
opened fire just as 


American soldiers would have done 
under 
like provocation. The shots 


from Blockhouse No. 7 were answered 
by American guns, and so it was the 
fight begun, and being misunderstood 
on other parts of the line, gradually 
extended. This opening fight occurred 
on Feb. 4. As to what took place on 
Feb. 5, I shall quote General Reeve of 
the Minnesota volunteers. He says 
that "On Sunday, Feb. 6, the day after 
the fighting began, General Torres of 
the insurgents came, through our lines 
under a flag of truce, and had a per- 
sonal interview with General Otis, in 
which, speaking for Aguinaldo, he de- 
clared that [as General Otis himself 
must have known] the fighting had 
begun accidentally, and was not au- 
thorized by Aguinttldo, that Aguinaldo 
wished to have it stopped, and that to 
bring about a conclusion of hostilities 
he- proposed 
the 
establishment of a 
neutral zone between the two armies 
of any width that would be agreeable 
to General Otis, so that during peace 
negotiations there might be no further 
danger 
of 
conflict between the two 


p.rmies. 
To these representations of 
General Torres, General Otis sternly 
replied that the fighting having onco 
begun must go on to the grim end. 
And it has been going on ever since," 
From all this two things are appar- 
ent:

1st That, if the American sentinel 


had not fired a needless and brutal 
shot there would have been no conflict 
on the 4th of February. 


2d. If General Otis had acceded to the 
sensible and humane request preferred 
by Aguinaldo on the Gth of February 
the conflict would not have been con- 
tinued.
